Two automobiles, a horse, 4 or 5 
ton of hay, farming implements, in­ 
cluding a threshing separator, and 
new electric light plant which was 
only recently installed, were burned. 
A cow, 
which 
was also in the 
barn, succeeded in making its es­ 
cape. A large hen hous^ which was 
located west of the barn, in the or­ 
chard, also caught fire and was de­ 
stroyed. The exact number of chick­ 
ens l°st 
n°t known as ^ rs- O’Neal 
had approximately 200, and many 
of these could not be found. 
One of the automobiles destroyed 
belonged to Earl Winship, 
and the 
other one to Mr. O’Neal. Mr. Win- 
ship’s loss is total, while Mr. O’Neal 
carried insurance on his machine. 
The residence, 
which is located 
just north, of the barn, was threat­ 
ened and was badly scorched.

direction of the wind changed, 
and 
blew the 
flames 
westward, which 
caused the lien house to catch fire.

The school authorities in Indiana 
are arranging for 
the 
campaign 
which is to be conducted November 
7-16 with the view of improving the 
educational standards in this state. 
Attention has been drawn to 
this 
campaign by the recent survey which 
showed that 
Indiana 
schools had 
dropped to seventeenth place in the 
states of the union. 
Aecordingto a recently completed 
survey of the schools of the state, 
Indiana does not maintain general 
and uniform 
system 
of 
schools 
equally open to all as provided by 
the constitution of the state. 
The 
schools of the cities are shown to be 
in most eases superior to those of 
the country both in length of school 
term and the equality of the teach­ 
ers. This works a 
great 
injustice 
upon the children of the rural dis­ 
tricts. It is one of the purposes of 
the educational campaign to awaken 
a realization of this and to 
start 
measures for the 
improvement 
of 
conditions. 
The deficiencies of the schools or 
the state, 
the 
report 
shows, are 
largely due to the fact that 
not 
enough money is provided for school 
purposes. 
With more money longer 
school terms could be provided for 
the rural pupils. With more money 
better salaries could be paid rural 
teachers and they would not go to 
the 
city schools 
as soon as they 
have 
become 
experienced. 
More 
money would provide better equip­ 
ment to rural schools. More money 
would 
build 
schools 
where 
they 
would be equally accessible to all. 
The present 
system 
of raising 
the school funds in this state is said 
to be largely responsible for the in­ 
equality 
and 
inefficiency 
of 
the 
school 
system. 
During the school 
year of 1919-1920 only 14 per cent, 
of 
the 
money 
expended on 
the 
schools came from 
state sources, 
leaving 86 per cent of the burden of 
supporting 
the school system upon 
local school 
corporations. 
It 
is 
pointed out ^ at it is an impossible 
task to maintain a uniform system 
under this plan. 
The distribution of wealth in Ind­ 
iana is so unequal that some coun­ 
ties of the state are able to raise 
large school funds with a low rate of 
taxation 
\vhile 
other counties are 
unable to raise sufficient funds with 
the maximum tax rate in effect. To 
illustrate: One county has taxable 
property 
to the amount of $697,- 
533,240 while another has but $5,- 
893,975; that is, where there is the 
amount of $119 of taxable» in the 
former county, there is but $1 
of 
taxables in the latter. 
Some cor­ 
porations are able to maintain their 
schools with a local tuition tax of 
five cents on each $100 of taxables, 
while other townships are unable to 
maintain their school for the mini­ 
mum term upon a tax of 75 cents, 
the legal maximum. 
This condition 
requires one citizen of Indiana to 
bear a 
tax burden 
fifteen 
times 
greater than that borne by another 
citizen for the education of his chil­ 
dren. 
*' *i 
It is explained that the proposed 
plan to equalize 
the 
tax .burden 
would not increase the tax rate for 
school purposes in this county, but 
that Indianapolis 
and 
the 
larger 
cities of the state would feel 
the 
burden. 
He explained that the chil­ 
dren in rural 
communities 
which 
are unable to maintain the best of 
schools 
are entitled^ to the same 
advantages that are afforded child­ 
ren in the cities and towns. 
School authorities believe that if 
the state assists 
all 
schools 
for 
probably one-third or one-half 
of 
the total cost the money to be av­ 
ailable only when certain standards 
are met, 
each 
community 
will be 
quick to take advantage of the as­ 
sistance and as a result more uni­ 
form standards 
will be maintained 
throughout Indiana.

Fiv e and a h alt million dollars. That 
is the amou nt of sav ings au d Increased 
profits estimated ta^iav e been secu red 
by produ cers throu gh the assistance of 
the United States bu reau of markets’ 
field 
representativ es 
in 
marketing, 
working in co-operation with state 
marketing agencies in 11 states du ring 
the y ear fended Ju ne 30, 19 20. This fig­ 
u re is made u p of hu ndreds of indiv id­ 
u al items of sav ings and additional 
profits estimated by growers, shippers 
ard marketing agencies concerned and 
reported to the United States bu reau 
of markets. 
State co-operativ e work in market­ 
ing is carried on by the United States 
department of agricu ltu re in 31 states, 
bu t information regarding the total 
sav ings effected in all of them is' not 
y et av ailable. 
Improv ement in methods of market­ 
ing and distribu ting farm produ cts is 
the object of this marketing work. In­ 
v estigations of grading, packing, load­ 
ing, shipping and marketing are made 
and v isu al demonstrations giv en pro­ 
du cers to familiarize them with the 
best marketing methods. 
Thu s, some 
200 demonstrations of approv ed prac­ 
tices of preparing farm produ cts for 
market and ov er 7 00 talks relativ e to 
packing, 
grading, 
handling, 
storing 
and selling farm produ cts and the for­ 
mation of associations for co-operativ e 
activ ity were giv en. In one state alone 
two co-operativ e liv e-stock shipping 
associations with a membership of 3,- 
030 shippers v ’ere formed, and an es­ 
timated sav ing of $7 3,548 secu red 
throu gh the co-operativ e shipping of 
333 cars of cattle, hogs and sheep 
from 39 cou nties. 
Aid Mark eting Organizations . 
While 
complete 
figu res 
are 
not 
av ailable, those at hand show that the 
field men were instru mental in the for­ 
mation of 183 marketing organiza­ 
tions, inclu ding 50 liv e-stock shipping 
associations and 57 fru it or v egetable 
associations. 
They also assisted in 
the organization of 12 credit u nions 
and 19 federations of ex isting associ­ 
ations, most of which are statewide in 
scope. 
One hu ndred and six ty -six 
wool pools handling ov er

Colora­ 
do’s potato shipments ru n from 9 ,000 
to 13,500 cars a y ear. 
Of this qu an­ 
tity , 40 per cent Is mov ed du ring the 
winter months when there is great 
danger of frost damage in transit. To 
stim u late interest among Colorado po­ 
tato growers and shippers in better 
marketing conditions, an ex hibit of a 
fu ll-sized freight car was produ ced In 
the Denv er Au ditoriu m at the Western 
potato show this je a r to show by ac­ 
tu al demonstration proper methods of 
lining and loading cars of potatoes to 
prev ent loss from freezing in transit, 
and of sewing sacks to prev ent loss of 
potatoes slipping throu gh the tops of 
sacks. Some 3,000 people attended the 
ex hibit, and it Is confidently believ ed 
that a greater nu mber of cars will be 
loaded propeliy . 
Twenty -fiv e short instru ction cou rses 
relativ e to v ariou s phases of market­ 
ing were giv en in six states. 
In one 
state a cou rse of lectu res cov ering 12 
weeks was giv en in a school of com­ 
merce. 
.Co-operativ e enterprises in 
three states were giv en assistance in 
accou nting problems. 
The collection 
and dissemination of information rela­ 
tiv e to qu antity , qu ality and price of 
local produ ce offered for sale was ar­ 
ranged for at 11 points in fou r states. 
The United Stales bu reau of mar­ 
kets’ report of the work of Its field 
agents in marketing shows that the 
accomplishments were greater in nu m­ 
ber and of more v alu e to produ cers 
and consu mers du ring the y ear ended 
Ju ne 30, 19 20, than in any prev iou s 
y ear. 
It is felt that work of this 
character shou ld make possible the 
dev elopment of a consistent national 
policy In improv ing marketing meth­ 
ods.

ready response of the Red Cross in

Jewish Leaders Urge Establishment 
of Big Farm Colonies by Jews 
in California. 


TO OVERCOME FOOD SHORTAGE 


' Philadelphia, Pa., 
Nov. 8.—Es­ 
tablishment of big farm colonies by 
Jewrs in California to overcome the 
national food 
shortage and to ev­ 
entually supplant 
Japanese 
cheap 
labor there is being urged by prom­ 
inent Jewish and educational lead­ 
ers here. 
Rabbi Dr. Joseph Krauskoph, in 
outlining his plan for colonization 
of Jews to till land on an extensive 
scale in the wTest, contrasted 
farm 
production in California and Penn­ 
sylvania, pointing to the fact that 
w’hile forty 4)ushels of corn per acre 
is realized 
on 
Pennsylvania 
soil, 
California 
yields 
twice 
as much 
or eighty bushels com per acre. 
It is proposed that all graduates 
of the National Farm School here, 
of which Dr. Krausoph is president, 
be sent to untenfinted places in Cal­ 
ifornia and other fertile acreages in 
the west, largely as an experiment. 
By working collectively and in large 
numbers, as proposed by the plan, 
the trained workers would speed up 
production as cheaply as if Japan­ 
ese labor were employed and with 
better results, Dr. Krauskoph said.

To 
illustrate: One county has taxable 
property to the amount of $697,- 
533,240 while another has but 
893,975; that is, where there is the 
amount -of $119 of-taxables in the 
former county, there is but $1 oi 
taxables in the latter.

porations are able to maintain their 
schools with a local tuition tax of 
five cents on each $100 of taxables, 
while other townships are unable to 
maintain their school for the mini- 
mum term upon a tax of 75 cents, 
the legal maximum. This condition 
requires one 'citizen of Indiana to 
bear a tax burden -fifteen 
times 


greater than that .borne by another 
citizen for the .education of his chil- 
dren. 


It is explained that the proposed 


plan to equalize' the tax /burden
